THE WORLD COURT FOLLY. 


Continued agitation in favor of the so-called 
world court is almost incomprehensible to Ameri- 
cans who take pride in the independence and con- 
tinued sovereignty of their country. American 
entry into this proposed arrangement must, of 
necessity, mean immediate sacrifice of both inde- 
pendence and national sovereignty. 

_A gourt is a tribunal constituted to try causes 
and administer justice. To do that it must have 
power to enforce its decrees. It must be supple- 
mented by police powers and police forces. That 
can mean nothing léss than the revival of the 
provisions of the discredited Article X,. of the 
league of nations covenant. In other words, if 
the proposal is for a court and not for a debating 
| society, the United States should be prepared to 
provide soldiers, warships, transports, and muni- 
tions to enforce the court's decrees in any part 
of the world to which they may apply. Also, we 
should be prepared to submit to the armed inva- 


sion of an international police force if we refused | 


to accept any decision of the court. 
But that, we,are told, is not the plan. . The 
“ court ” would merely. hand down its findings and 
the defendant nation would subsiit without oppo- 
sition. Assuming, for the sake of the discussion, 
that nations, contrary to all history, would begome 


so docile through some magic hocus pocus, the 


loss of sovereignty and independence of thought 


absolute. 

The United States, as a member of the tribunal, 
would have to submit any international contro 
versy to it or repudiate the entire idea. We are a 
reasonable people. We have innumerable arbitra- 
tion treaties.

Chicago, April 16.—1'he weather articles 
appearing in Tux Tripune each Mon- 
day, full as they always are of misstate- 
mients and misrepresentations, have not 
been ‘heretofora,deemed worthy of refu- 
tation by me in my official capacity as 
meteorologist in charge of the Chicago 
forecast district, but the one in today’s 
issue does more than misstate facts which 
are well known to every practical me- 
teorologist. It shows a woeful lack of 
knowledge regarding the activities and 
work of the United States weather bu- 
reau, especially as regards the collec- 
tion of reports beyond the western and 
northern frontiers of the United States 
by wire and wireless. 

Contrary to the statement: “It seems 
to be against the policy of the bureau 
to seek information outside the juris- 
diction of the United States,” fifteen re- 
ports are receivVed.at Chicago \by tele- 
graph twice,daily from Canadjan sta- 
tions, six from the Alaskan coast, two 


from the Pacific, including Honolulu and 
Midway island. The interior observation 
points in Alaska are Tanana and Eagle, 
the latter in the Klondike. The activities 
of the Chicago. weathe? office have not 
been confined to making forecasts for 
merely thirty-six hours in advance but 
with the use of these Alaskan reports 
special advices have been possible each 
winter for several days in advance; and 
this service was of the highest itmpor- 
tance to.commercial and transportation 
interests during the severe cold waves 
of the last Febr@ary and March. More- 
over; in reeponse to continued pressure 
from the United States weather bureau, 
the Canadian meteorological service is 
arranging for the establishment of four 
radio observation stations at points in 
the MacKenzie river basin to the east 
of Alaska. This is the tegion where 
many of our winter cold waves originate 
and will be of the greatest assistance 
in the work of the Chicago forecast dis- 
trict. 

There are, moreover, twenty-three ves- 
sels in the Pacific, the masters of which 
receive compensation for making meteor- 
Ological observations and wirelessing 
fhem to Honolulu and Saa Francisco; 
and a large number of additiona] vessels, 
including those controlled by the ship- 
ping board, do the work without ex- 
pense to the government. THe Jatter ob- 
servations are of great service in’ con- 
nection with the prediction of storms 
along the Pacific coast. 

The statement of your writer “ that 
every storm that comes here passed Vla- 
divostok and Kamchatka or Japan about 
a week before” can, of course, not be 
taken seriously, any more than his won- 
derful (7) tracking of the storms and 
cold waves around the northern hemis- 
phere. Suffice it to say that very rarely 
would any one of these storms in the 
far Pacific ever reach Chicago, ner would 
they ordinarily be likely to come within 
3,000 miles of this region. H. J. Cox,

MAY FEED “L's” 
AND NEW SUBWAY 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

Rapid transit via a subway linked 
up with the elevated railroads, the 
surface lines to serve largely as feed- 
ers Under a unified transportation sys 
tem, is the broad theory on which the 
engineering experts are expected to 
base their: report on the physical 
Phases of the traction problem. In- 
cidentally, this theory hes been in 
genera@ acceptance in engineering cir- 
cles for the last dozen years. The re- 
port, which is expected to be ready 
for the transportation committee with- 
In the next fortnight, will undoubted- 
ly lay stress upon a downtown subway 
as the first urgent need. 

Just now the engineers are studying 
the growth in population in the metro- 
politan area. For the last fifty years 
the city of Chicago has added every ten 
years more than 500,000 to its popula- 
tion. It is like adding to Chicago every 
ten years a city larger in population

The last census shows that between 
the years 1910 and 1920 the city’s popu- 
lation grew by 516,000 persons, an in- 
crease of 23.6 per cent. 

The area just outside (Chicago = 
lying within ten miles of the city bo 
daries grew even faster, its increase 
ing 73 per oént, more than 200,000 
persons. The city in 1920 had a popu- 
lation of 2,701,000; the ten mile zone 
had 477,000, giving the metropolitan 
district as defined by the census bur- 
eau, a population of 3,178,000. Thus in 
ten years Chicago's metropolitan dis- 
trict grew by more than 700,000 popu- 
lation. It was like adding a city al- 
most as large as Boston or Baltimore. 

Seven years hence, in 1930, at the 
present rate, Chicago will have more 
than 3,200,000 population and the met- 
ropolitan district will contain nearly 
4,000,000. The Bell Telephone com- 
pany, in getting ready for new busi- 
ness, estimates that by 1940 the city 
alone will have 4,000,000 population. 
The City club estimates that by 1950 
the metropolitan district, if the present 
rate keeps up, will have more than 
6,000,000 people. 

Homes Farther priets 

As the people keep pouring in, out- 
lying districts are being built up, dis- 
tances between homes and jobs keep 
geting longer and faster transporta- 
tion becomes more and more a shriek- 
ing need.

To get to the 
loop this average person in the thickest 
zone travels almost twice as far as he 
did, but he does not go at double the 
speed, and far from it. 


Feed Express Lines. 

The present rapid transit lines, con- 
sisting of the elevated railroads, are 
within walking distance, gy half a 
mile, of 56 per cent of the population 
as it was located in 1916. More than 
half this population is served with 
local service only or with a partial ex- 
press service, The Parsons - Arnold- 
Ridgway report in 1916 estimated that 
under the immediate construction pro- 
gram in its plan—largely extensions of 
the elevated roads with downtown sub- 
ways to shoot passengers rapidly into 
and through the loop underground— 
68 per cent of the population would be 
directly reached with express service. 
The balance would get benefit of the 
rapid transit system if surface and 
elevated lines were ynified by trans- 
ferring. Those using surface cars 
alone would get faster service, be-
